G.S.R. 76 (Ej/Ess. Com./Sugar :—Whereas in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3C) of section 3 of the 
Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Goverrunent of India in (he (hen Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation 
(Department of Food) had issued an Order called the Sugar (Price Determination for 1974-75 Production; Order, 1974 (hereain- 
aftor referred to as the said Order), on the 26th November, 1974, which was published in the Gazelle of India Extraordinary vide 
No. G-S.R. 670 (E)/Ess. Com ./Sugar dated the 28th November, 1974; 

And whereas in the said Order, the Central Government had determined and notified the prices of sugar payable to the 
vaccum pan sugar factories in respect of sugar produced by them during 1974-75; 

And whereas the prices of sugar determined in the said Order were challenged in different High Court by various factories 
in different writ petitions, etc., and the Hon'blc Supreme Court of India bad pronounced a final judgement dated the 22nd 
September, 1993, in Shri Malapmbha Co-operative Sugar Factory Ltd., etc. vs. Union of India and another (1994 : LSCC : 648), 
and the Hon'ble Supreme Court of India has directed the Central Government to refix the cx-faaory levy sugar price for 1974-75, 
taking into account the liability of the manufacturers under clause 5A of the Sugarcane (Control) Order, 1966, as regards cane 
price nod refix the price of levy sugar having regard to the factors mentioned in sub-section (3C) of section 3 of the Esecniial 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955); 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the directions of the Hoirhlc Supreme Court and in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (30 of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (JO of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order further to amend the Sugar (Price Dc ter mi nation for 1974-75 Production), Order, 1974, namely :— 

1.(1) This Order may be called the Sugar (Price Determination for 1974-75 Production) Amendment Order, 1995. 

(2) It shall come into force from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2* For clause 3 of the said Order the following clause shall be substituted namely :— 

tJh 3. Notwithstanding any provision, in respect of price to be paid to a producer, contained in the Ordeis issued before 
the commencement of the Sugar (Price Determination for 1974-75 Production) Amendment Order, 1995 under sub¬ 
clause (J) of clause 2 of the Levy Sugar Supply (Conctrol) Order 1972, requiring such producer to sell any sugar 
out of the production of the year 1974-75 (whether to the Central Government or a State Government or to nn 
Officer or agent of such Government or lefany other person or class of persons), the prices now determined by this Order 
shall apply to all sugar delivered on or after the 12th day of July, 1975 against the said Orders under sub-clause 
(1) of clause 2 of the Levy Sugar Supply (Control), Order, 1972/' 

3* For Schedules I and II of the said Order, as inserted by Sugar (Price Determination for 1974-75 Production) (Second 
Amendment) Order, 1975 the following Schedules shall be substituted, namely :—
